Students  to  Need  for  Readin

“A  person  aware  only  of  the 
news  piped  into  his  television 
set  does  not  have  an  intelligent 
concept  of  world  affairs,”  be¬ 
lieves  Bill  Sanders,  distinguish¬ 
ed  Kansas  City  Star  political 
cartoonist. 

Sanders,  who  was  on  the  MSC 
campus  to  address  an  AAUP 
meeting  Apr.  14,  spoke  to  a  stu¬ 
dent  assembly  that  afternoon. 
Besides  attacking  the  apathy 
of  many  citizens  toward  world 
affairs  and  emphasizing  the 
importance  of  the  newspaper 
to  the  informed  individual  in 
U.  S.  society,  he  spoke  illumin-

force  in  public  opinion.  i 
Among  the  categories  of  po-' 
litical  cartooning  that  he  di.s- 
dussed  w'erc:  the  opinion  ear-; 
toon,  which  says:  '  This  is  what 
the  situation  is.’’  with  no  opin-i 
ion  or  feeling:  the  editorial  car¬ 
toon,  which,  of  course,  takes  a 
definite  stand  or  attitude:  Ih 
“heavy”  school  of  cartooning, 
which  depicts  sombre,  symbol-; 
ic  attitudes  to  create  reader 
introspection;  and  the  "gag"^ 
cartoon,  often  used  to  make  a 
strong  editorial  point. 

In  discussing  the  cartoon-  !

caturc,  Sanders  mentioned 
that  President  Johnson  and  i 
ex  -  President  Eisenhower  ' 
both  have  “rubbery”  faces 
which  are  extremely  diffi-  ;

wicked.  He  noted  that  Bar-  ; 
ry  Goldwatcr’s  natural  I 
sneer  presented  a  challenge 
for  sympathetic  cartoonists 
who  strived  to  create  an 
amiable  cartoon  image  for 
him. 

Sanders  illusti'ated  his  talk! 
with  many  delightful  cartoons 
which  he  chalked  on  stage.  He 
demonstrated  liis  skill  at  cari- 
catiu-e  by  doing  an  amusing 
sketch  of  two  students  selected  i 
from  the  audience,  Marilyn 
Wood,  Kansas  City,  and  .Jerry ;

There  Isa  Foreign  Flavor  In  Her  Life

Watertaxiing  in  Venice  .  .  . 
shopping  in  a  German  flea 
market  .  .  .  learning  judo  in 
Munich  .  .  .  wandering  through 
the  Italian  Colosseum  .  .  . 
when  Jan  Couch,  MSC  sopho¬ 
more,  finds  life  particularly 
oppressing,  she  often  relives 
her  colorful  life  in  Europe. 

Her  early  childhood  was 
spent  in  Richmond,  Va.  In  1958 
tlie  family  moved  to  Munich, 
Germany.  They  lived  in  Amer¬ 
ican  housing  as  part  of  an 
Army  community,  her  father 
being  a  major  in  the  Medical 
Service  Corps  of  the  US  Army. 

Miss  Couch  attended  Munich 
American  High  School,  almost 
exclusively  composed  of  Amer¬ 
ican  chUdren.  In  seventh  grade, 
her  gym  instructor  decided  that 
all  the  girls  should  be  taught 
the  art  of  self  -  defense,  judo. 
In  the  process  of  learning  to 
fall  correctly,  Miss  Couch  broke 
her  collarbone.  This  particular 
course  was  thereafter  discon¬

Especially  exciting  were 
the  Munich  beer  festivals 
called  Oktoberfest.  All  the 
beer  makers  of  Bavaria 
would  celebrate  with  a  car¬ 
nival.  How  colorful  were 
the  huge  tents  fil'ed  with 
rows  and  rows  of  picnic  ta¬ 
bles,  traditional  German 
bands  bi  costume,  carnival 
rides,  and  a  parade  with 
all  the  nearby  villages  par¬ 
ticipating!

Education  Office  Asks 
For  Corps  Volunteers 

The  United  States  Office  of 
Education  has  recently  issued 
a  call  for  National  Teacher 
Gorp  volunteers  and  asked  for 
applications  by  May  31. 

“Our  objective,”  said  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Education  Harold 
Howe  H.  “is  to  reach  and  teach 
the  children  of  poverty.  For  the 
task,  we  need  e.xperienced 
teachers  and  college  graduates 
—  including  June  graduates.” 

During  the  training  period,  of 
eight  to  twelve  weeks,  recruits 
will  attend  university  courses 
onjhe  sociology  of  poverty  and 
the  teaching  of  educationally 
deprived  children.  While  in 
training,  they  will  I’cceive  $75 
per  week  plus  $15  for  each  de¬ 
pendent.  Those  successfully 
completing  the  training  will  be¬ 
come  membei’s  of  the  Teaclier 
Corps.

Mr.  Henderson  worked  as  an 
investigator  for  the  NLRB  from 
1964-65,  “to  learn  more  aljoiit 
labor.”  He  is  now  working  on 
his  doctoi-ale  on  “The  Impact 
of  Taft-Harlley  on  Labor  Legis¬ 
lation  in  the  United  Stales.” 

The  American  hi.slory  in- 
slruclor  smiles  as  ho  remem¬ 
bers  applying  for  a  posilion 
with  the  NLRB  during  the  sum¬ 
mer  of  1964.  He  arrived  at  the 
federal  building  in  St.  Louis  on 
a  motorcycle.  The  officials,  he 
recalls,  were  a  bit  dubious  of 
him  since  he  was  wearing  jeans 
and  a  leather  jacket.  Their 
doubts  were  removed  when  he 
produced  his  transcripts.  He 
received  the  NLRB  post  with¬ 
out  further  question. 

His  impressive  college  back¬ 
ground  includes  a  bachelor’s 


degree  from  Arkansas  Poly- 
technic  College  and  a  inaslor's 
degree  from  the  University  nf 
Arkansas.  He  has  to  his  cindii, 
a  major  in  history  and  inino's 
in  science  and  mathematics, 
American  literature,  and  politi¬ 
cal  science. 

Mr.  Henderson  taught  at  Ar¬ 
kansas  Polytechnic  College  and 
has  had  more  than  eight  year,';' 
service  with  the  United  .States 
Navy, 

As  field  examiner  for  the 
NLRB,  his  job  was  to  eorroet 
unfair  practices  by  empioyer.s 
He  described  the  NLHM  as 
“one  of  the  smallest,  most  pow¬ 
erful  independent  agcncit'.s  of 
the  Federal  Government  It  has 
at  its  disposal,  2,000  employee.s 
at  30  regional  offices  and  an 
annual  budget  of  $26  million.’' 

As  an  e.xamplc  of  lus  duties. 
Mr.  Henderson  recalls  one  case 
dealing  with  an  engineering 
I  company  in  ,St.  Louis.  An  cm- 
'  ployee  had  filed  a  com|)laint 
i  stating  that  he  had  been  fii  cd 
during  discussion  of  giie\- 
ances.  Since  this  is  illegal,  Mr. 
Henderson  obtained  back  wages 
for  the  employee. 

Having  completed  his  re¬ 
search  project  for  his  f’tiD  dis¬ 
sertation.  Mr.  Henderson  re¬ 
turned  to  teaching,  this  time  at 
MSC.  He  did  so  simpl\'  be¬ 
cause  he  “enjoys  teaching"
